FREEDMEN AND OFFICES. 

I am asked whether the new Constitu- 
tion gives the freedmen the right to hold 
office. I reply, in my opinion ft does not. 
I think it goes as far as the acts of Con- 
gress have gone, and no farther. Congress 
has not conferred that right upon the col- 
ored people in the States. In most of the 
Northern States, they do not allow negroes 
to vote, or to hold office. Our Constitution | 
dees more for them than the Northern 
States do, as it secures to them the right to 
vote. This may ultimately enable them to 
obtain the right to hold office, as ninety 
thousand voters in the State will be court- 
ed by both sides, and that right may come, 
without convulsion or coutention, when 
both sides consent to it. I predict that, 
within four years from this date. Ben. Hill 
will be making as loud speeches in favor of 
negro office holding as he now makes 
against their right to vote. And as tlie 
negro vote of the South will entitle us to 
over twenty more membess of Congress 
than we would have if they were not 
counted, I further predict that, within ten 
years, the New England States, finding | 
this vote in their way, will be opposed to 
negro suffrage and negro representation, 
while the people of the Southern States 
will resolutely defend it, because it gives 
them power. 

In 1865, the opposition in Georgia to con- 
ferring upon the negroes the civil rights 
which they now have, of sueing and being 
sued, and testifying in all cases, was as bit- 


to hold office. But since they have enjoy- 
ed those rights for two years, who objects ? 
So it may ultimately be in reference to this 
question of office-holding. Our black 
friends should be patient. They have ad- 
vanced very rapidly from a state of slave- 
ry to their present position. I know the 
opposition will take them aside and tell 
them that they have been deceived, and 
have not had justice done them by the Con- 
vention. Now, my black friends, when a 
supporter of Judge Irwin, or any other 
candidate opposed to Col. Bullock, takes 
you aside to tell you privately that you 
have been badly treated by the Convention 
ask him if you did not get all the Sherman 
bill givea you. And be sure you do not 
forget to ask him if Ae is in favor of giv- 
iug the negeo the right to vote. And if he 
tells you the truth, he will tell you no. Lf 
he says he is, ask him if Judge Irwin is in 
favor of allowing you that right, and he 
will not dare to tell you that heis. If he 
does, ask himif the Judge, after he was 
elected a member of the Convention, did 
not refuse to take his seat because there 
were negroes init. If Cengress and the 
Convention have not thought it wise, at 
present, to give you all you desire, recol- 
lect they have done a great deal for you 
while those who oppose the Constitution 
have done nothing but oppose all that is 
proposed in your favor, _ 

Bnt you may ask me why I do not be- 
lieve the Constitution gives the negro the 
right to hold office. I[reply: The civil 
rights bill passed by Congress made them 
citizens of the United States. But this 
only conferred upon them civil rights, not 
political rights. This was admitted by 
leading members of Congress in the dis- 
cussion, and by the President in his veto 
message, when he was exagerating the 
evils of the bill. And it haa since been so 
held by the United States Circuit Court for 
Kentucky, by Mr. Justice Swayne, who is 
an able jurist and a Radical in politics. 

It is very clear that Congress did not un- 
derstand that it gave the negroes political 
rights when it made them citizens, as will 
be seen by its subsequent course. The 
District of Columbia is under the exclusive 
jurisdiction of Congress. The negroes in 
the District, as well as all’ others, were 
made citizens by the civil rights bill. But 
after this was passed, Congress passed 
another law to give them the right to vote, 
and about the Christmas holidays they 
were engaged in the passage of still an- 
other law, to give them the right to hold 
office. This shows, beyond doubt, that in 
the opinion of Congress the fact of making 
them citizens did not confer these righte. 
This is the histery of the matter in the 
District of Columbia, where Congress has 
exclusive legislative power. Well, observe 
its Listory'in the States. In March, 1867, 
Congress passed a law conferring upon 
them the right to votein the ten Southern 
States, but it did not confer the right to 
hold office. Gen. Pope appointed black 
men as registers of voters, and it became 
necessary, in the opinion of Congress, 
that an act be passed to ratify this, for 
in the Supplemental Act, of July, 1867, it | 
is provided that nothing in the act shall be 
construed to prevent freedmen from acting 
as registers of voters. They were careful,

Then whence is the 
right derived? I admit, however, that the 
Constitution does not prohibit the Legis- 
lature from conferring the right in future, 
if they think proper. It is simply silent 
upon the gubject, and leaves the matter 
where it finds it. If any question arises 
about the rights, our Courts can decide it. 
Or if any black man should be elected to 
the Legislature, the respective houses will 
be the exclusive judges of the election and 
qualifications of their own members. Can- 
dor compels me to say, that others who fa- 
vor the adoption of the Constitution differ 
from me on this point. I have no right 
to question their honesty, but I think they 
are wrong. I have given you my reasons, 
and leave you to‘judge for yourselves.
